~ GALLOWS GLEANINGS. 


THE PENALTY OF SIN VISITED 
UPON THE OFFENDERS. 


Jonce. the Oglethorpe Wife+Murderer, Passes Througs 
Crap—The Bxecation of Herry Kaightin 
Ware County— Dante] Currey’s Expiation | 
Fall Particalars of the Executions,

Waycross, May 18 —The hanging of Henry 
Knight at this place this morning drew here 
animmense crowd of negroes from all parts 
‘:s and adjoining counties. The con- 
demped man was brought here from Savan- 


pah jail on Toursday and kept closely guard- 
ed. During the night he spent much time in 
singing 4nd praying. This morning he ap- 
pe. red in heerful spirits, displaved no nerv- 
eusness, and dressed himself, singing snatches 
of revival hymns. At twelve o'clock he 
was taken to the piace of execution, about 
g rile anda quarter from the thickly settied 


yn of the town, a quarter of a mile from 
railroad. An ordinary gibbet was erected. 
He ascended the scaffold with a firm step and 
made a rambling speech of fifteen minutes, 
He exhorted the young people of bis race to 
lead better lives and to meet him in glory in 
the sweet bye and bye. At precisely half-past 
12 o'clock the trap was sprung, and witha 
the body sprung vut dangling in

the air. There were several violent convul- 
sions of the body and then it became still. 
Attwelve minutes Dr. F. C. Folks examined 


the body and. pronounced life extinct. At 
fifieen minutes it was cut down and delivered 
to his family. It was found that his neck 
was broken. After the execution the large 
crowd quietly dispersed. 

KNIGHTS FATAL CRIME, 

Early in the spring of 1882 a namber of col- 
ored people living at Taylor's Stall, in this 
county. organized a brass band and employed 
Edward Hunter, a carpet player, to instruct 
them. Knight was one of the band. On the 
night of the Ist of Jaly the parties assembled 
ai the still, when Hunter arrived. Previous 
to giving instructions he called on the mem- 
bers to pay their fees. When Knight was ap- 
proached he became greatly enraged, refused 
to pay, and going off tried to pawn his waich 
fora pistol. Failing, he entered the cabin of 
a neighboring negro and seeing a gun in the 
corner grabbed it and returning to the house 
where be left Hunter, calied out: 

“Come and get your money.” 

Hunter arose and came forward, when 
Knight deliberately fired on bim. The gun 
was loaded with buckshot, which penetrated 
Hunter’s skull, killing him instantly. He 
wus arrested, and at the April term last was 
convicted of murderin the first degree, sen- 
tenced to be hanged, and sent to Savannah 
iail for safe keeping. During his incarcera- 
tion he became converted, and pretended see- 
ing visions, and declared he would be carried 
direct from the scatfold into the arms of 
Jesus and be placed in Abraham’s bosom. 
Ed Hunter was a quiet, worthy negro, well 
thought ot in the county. The negroes gen- 
erally were delighted with the verdict, and 
expressed gratification that Knight should pay 
the penalty of his qwardly crime. It was 
considered the most cold booded murder ever 
committed in southwestern Georgia. 


JONES ON THs GALLOWVs. 


Mis Attempted Suicide, Vain Hope of Respite, Laat 
Tak on the Galiows.

Lexineton, Ga., Ith, via. Crawford, Ga., 
18.—Jobn C. Jones was executed at half past 
two o'clock to-day. He beeome conscious. at 
about nine o'clock this morning, and asked if 
he had been reprieved, and was told by the 
guard that Sheriff Doster had gone to Craw- 
ford to telegraph the governor. He was :per- 
fectiy rational, and talked a‘ out hissentence. 
His system bad undergone a tremendous 
shock. and be seemed to be awed by his ap- 
proaching death. The sheriff arrived at 
aboat ten o'clock with the governor's reply, 
and immediately notified the prisoner. Your 
reporter was with him in the jail at the time. 
Sheriff Doster went to his bedside and_ told 
him that everything had been done 
for him that could be, and that he must pre- 
pare to die at two o'clock 

‘How are you feeling,” he asked. 

“Ob, lam miserable and in intense pain. 
There is not enough blood in my body to sup- 
ply my heart,and J am too weak to stand, 
but I muse go, and am prepared to meet my 
Maker ay 

He told yourreporter that he had been 
wronged by the papers and was hated by 
every body. 

THE CROWDS IN THE CITY, 

There are fuily six thousand people in the 
town, mostly negroes, and tbe news of the 
refusal to interfere was received 
with great enthusiasm. The gallows was 
erected about a mile from the town, and 
placed in such a position that it could be seen 
by thousands, being in a valley surrounded 
by three hills. Its consists of two upright 
beams with across baratthetop. The plat- 
form is seven feet from this beam, and nine 
from the ground, and is reached by steps 
leading from the back. The trap is placed di- 
rectly under the beam, and is worked by a 
trigger pulled from under the platform. The 
rope is a *% inch maniila 20 feet long. 

JUST BEPORE THE EXECUTION, 

Your reporier was in the jail with the prison- 
for about an hour beforethe march to the gal- 
lows. Jones said be bad nothing to say, that 
he did not have time “‘put I want you to un- 
derstand that if 1 break down on the stand, it 
will not be from cowardice, but from exhaus- 
tion,” 

He continuously glanced nervously at the 
door, and wanted to know what so many 
armed men were doing there. He called 
Booker,” the negro attendant at the jail, 
and said he wanted him togo with him to 
the gallows, and glancing at the reporters, 
asked, ‘if they were taking all that toolish- 
ness down.’ “But you may doit, Let the 
people know Booker. ‘hey aiready know me 
well enough.” He complained that he had 
never bad an education, and said that if he 
had he would have been a smartman. Your 
reporter asked him where he had concealed 
the piece of tin with which he had attempted 
tocommit suicide. ‘‘In the facing of my 
pants sometimes,’’ he replied, ‘and at others 
in the cover of my Bible. Thatis why I say 
Sheriff Dostercan’t be btamed, for he would 
have always have given me my Bible.” 

THE La&sT JOURNLY. 

At 12 o'clock he ate a hearty dinner, con- 
sisting of four soft-boiled eggs, some toast 
and crackers, ana asked for a milk punch. 
He then dressed for the last time and svon 
appeared in a neat black suit with slippers, 
&standing collar and a white tie. He talked 
aud :augh dior awhile and asked the guard

Stay, that he would spend bis last hours with 
them. He stated that he had been wronged, 
4nd that be wanted the reporters to give bim 
justice at the gallows.

Fully 3,000 people flocked after the 
bugyy, and as many wore covered the sur- 
rounding hilis at the gallows.

I have 
never spoken publicly before, especially to 
so large a crowd, and I do not feel as if I can 
now do myself justice, It may be that many 
of you may be cailed upon to answer the 
same call that lam... You do not know what 
will become of you. I warn you againsé all 
passions and malice that will lead you toany 
such end as this. While in prison, I 
devoted all my time to show that the crime 
for which Inow suffer was not deserving 
death. I did not succeed, hence I soughta 
method by which I might end my own life. 
It was but self defense and | attempted it.”’ 
He here «at down and asked for some water 
and talkedawhile with Mr. Gibson, who 
arose and said that Jones had requested him 
tosay that he bore no malice towards any 
one, that he had forgiven all. 
JONES TALKS AGAIN. 
Jones srese again and talked a while about 


earth. Jones 


Sheriff Doster, thanking him for his kind- 
ness and wishingtorid him of any of the 
blame of his attempt at suicide. “I was a 


man who knew the value of small things,and 
who had a great talent for instruments. 
knew how to take little things and do great 


things. | was continuously watebed but 
they could not keep me trom this, If ever a 
sheriff did his duty, he did, 
He did not know that I made 


a knife out of an oyster can. I laid the plan 
myself and put it into execution, and were 
he not a good sheriff l.would now be in my 
grave by my own hand.’ He broke down 
again and asked for more water. His hands 
and feet were bound and with uncovered 
and bowed head he stood like a statute, and 
not a nerve flinching, while Dr. Gibson of. 
fered a most impressive prayer for him. He 
confessed his faith in the Lord to Mr. Gibson, 
and talked with him a few momenis as to his 
salvation. He then looked at the rope and 
said: ‘That's a mighty bungling rope, ain’t 
it? Jt will catch about my neck or some- 
thing.” Facing the crowd he said: ‘I 
want to show you ali that while 
I have the rope aroand my 
neck that lum not afraid to die. You may 
think it inappropriate for me to say it, stand- 
ing as I do, but I am willing and ready to go. 
Let ail see, that though I committed murder 
as you have it, that [have taken the life of 
the one most dear tome on earth, lam here 
ready to go and pay the penalty which you 
ask. [I hope thatyou may ail meet death as 
well as | do.”’ 
SPRANG INTO DEATH. 

The black cap was placed over his 
and the trap sprung at exactly 2:39, his 
being broken in the fall, For fifteen min- 
utes he hung, not a nerve twitching. and 
being perfectly still, except a slow swing 
caused by the vibrating rope. Drs. Willing- 
ham and Jarrell pronounced him dead in 
twenty minntes, and he*was lowered in his 
coffin and brought back to town, from where 
he wili be delivered to his mother. 

The Criminal and His Crime. 

Joseph C. Coben was born in Griffin, Spalid- 
ing county, Georgia, in January of 1858. His 
parents were poor, and the family, consisting 
of the mother and father, Joseph, one other 
son and a daughter, eked out a meager liveli- 
hood by doing various odd jobs. While the 
children were yet smal! the father died, and 
the family then removed to Mobile, Ala., 
where thesameexistence wasled. Afterliving 
but a short while in Mobile the mother 
died, and the young children, left destitute, 
were taken in charge and supported by the 
orphan home of Mobile. Josepn, then a boy 
of ten, was remarkably intelligent, but still 
of a willful and stubborn nature. He early 
showed a tendency to waywardness which be 
tokened a bad heart. While the children 
were at this orphan home, a kindly disposed 
lady named Jones, of Ozlethorpe county, 
touched by their pitiable and unfortunate 
condition, together with the intelligence of 
the children, adopted them and brought 
them back with her to Georgia. As Joseph 
grew older his stubborn disposition more 
plainly manifested itself, and his adopted 
mother was much worried by his wayward- 
ness. Thus be grew up to manhood, the self- 
wiil and passionate stubbornness developing 
with the years. At the age of twenty-one he 
meta young girl—scarcely more than thir- 
teen yéars of age—named Surrilla Matthews, 
who lived with a widowed imother in a smal! 
cottage near the Glade. In some strange way

he engaged the _ affections of the 
innocent country lass; and, still 
stranger, gaining the consent of her 


mother, married the girl. 

THE FIRST TROUBLE. 
The love dream of the young wife was soon 
dispelled; the halo, which innocent fancy 
bad woven around her husband, dropped 
from Joshep Cohen; and she awoke to the 
fact that her husband was less man than de- 
mon. His caresses were turned into barsh 
words: the harsh words into harsher blows 
and the rman !ed his wife an awful life. En- 
treaties, prayers, tears were all unavailing, 
and his treatment of her grew from bad to 
worse. The abandoned character of Jones. or 
Cohen, was more piainlty shown when one 
day he made a brutal attack upon his mother- 
in-law and soug!’t to commit a most loathe 
some crimeupon herperson. For this attempt 
he was arrested, but by some means escaped 
punishment. He then left the country and 
went to Arkansas. Here he lived by engin- 
eering ahd doing carpenter work, of which 
trades he had managed to pick up a smatter- 
ing knowledge. While here he wrote a 
touching appeal to his wife, in which*he 
vowed his disposition was altered, and be- 
seeching hertocometo him. Strangeness of 
A few months 
and the wife’s happiness was again marred by 
the display of her husband's uncontrolab.e 
passion. Lhe wife left him and returned to 
Georgia and her mother. The two were livy- 
ing happily together, flattering themselves 
they were forever rid of Jones, when he ap- 
peared upon the scene. He visited the home 
of the two and sought his wife te come back 
to him: She refused and repulsed his over- 
tures for reconciliation. All the animal of his 
nature was aroused. He sought again and 
avain his wife and met as often with refusal. 
This but fired the stubborn self-will, and he 
made open threatsthat be would bave his 
wife 
, OR KILL THEM BOTR, 
meaning the mother and daughter. On 
Wednesday, the lith day of March, he went 
to Athens, and whiie there purchased a pis- 
tol, and returning, on the next day sought 
again the wife’s home. His advances met 
with the same emphatic answer from the now 
terrified woman, and he left the house in a 
towering passion, declaring the next time he 
came he wou!d bring his wife with him, The 
two women now were thoroughly terrified and 
sought the advice of friends, beseeching 
them for protection. On the afternoon of 
the following day, Friday, Jones again visited 
the neighboriiood and secreted himself at a 
spring near the house, presumably with the 
intent of forcibly abducting his wife when 
she should come for water. Chance ordering 
it, she did not come, and Jones, growing im- 
patient, walked up to the house and boldly 


entered it. The two women screamed with 
terror. He roughly ordered the mother from 


the room. She refused to go, and drawing a 
pistol from his pocket, he flourished it over 
his head end commanded herto go She 
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and Jones. started to ran but turned 
and again fired. As the men 
reached him he fired again, the ball penetra: 
ting thé forehead of his wife. 
over and almost instantly died. A _ fierce 
struggle ensued between Jones and the men, 
he firing his pistol atone of them, the ball 
grazing the forehead. He was overpowered 
and carried before a magistrate, who remaa- 
ded him to jail. 
THE TRIAL AND CONVICTION. 

The news of the dreadful deed flashed like 
wild fire over the county, and the excitement 
was great. Open threats were made by many 
of taking the law into their own hands and 
meting outofspeedy justice to Jones, A 
guard was placed over him, but still two at- 
tempts were made tolyneh him. When the 
trial came on, at the April term of the supe- 
rior court, the excitement grew worse, and 
anonymous notes of a threatening character 
were sent to the judge and the attorneys in 
the case. Strong legal talent was arrayed on 
either side and the fight for life was a bitrer 
one. Insanity was pleaded by the prisoner's 
counsel, and the testimony consumed two 
days, during the whole of which the court- 
reom was crowded with spectators. Late Sat- 


urday evening the judge gave his cuarge 
to the jury. The charge was 
an im partial review of the 


facts. The jury remained out one night and 
returned ou Sunday morning a verdict of 
‘guilty.’ The judge sentenced the prisoner 
to be hanged on the 18th day of May. While 
the death sentence was being passed Jones 
stood up bravely and seemed unmoved, look- 
ing the judge inthe face as if gicating over 
the crime. 
THE PRISONER IN JAIL. 

Jones was of medium height, slenderly 
built, with black hair, bruwn eyes, a light 
mustache and stunted black beard. His left 
eye was smaller than the right, and there was 
a restless, wild lookin them. The upperrow 
of his front teeth were decayed, and when he 
spoke an expression somewhat sinister was 
imparted to his countenance,which was other- 
wise more than intelligent. In conversdtion 
he spoke well; rather fluently for one of his 
advantages, and was evidently possessed of a 
bright mind. : 

After the sentence he was carried to jail fo 
await his death. There he was visited by 
ministers, who sought to soften him, but they 
found him intractable. He firmly asserted 
that he would not be hung, and on the Satur- 
day before his death sent three letters to Govy- 
ernor McDaniel seiting forth his reasons for a 
respite. He claimed, in extenuation of his 
crime, that he believed that his mother-in- 
law was a bad woman and killed his wife to 
save her from a worse fate. He said he loved 
her fondly and devotedly, and believed that 
a life time of servitude wou!d fully atone for 
his misdeeds. He said that there were crimes 
more horrible in the sight of God than mur- 
der, and he felt he had done right.

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HANGED IN KILMAINHAM. 


Daniel Cur:ey, One of the Pheealx Park Assassins, 
Executed. 

Dusttx, May 18.—Daniel Curle7z, the second 
man convicted of participation in the murder 
of Lord Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Burke; 
on the 6th of last May, was hanged at Kil- 
mainham jail, at 8 o’clock this morning. The 
jail was guarded by a military force similar to 
that which was present on the occasion of the 
hanging of Joe Brady on Monday last. Canon 
Kennedy and Father O’Reilly arrived at the 
prison at an eariy hour to attend Curley. 
After the priests had prayed privately with 
the condemned man in his cell, a mass was 
performed in the prison chapel in the pre- 
sence of the governor and wardens, where 
Curley received sacrament. Meanwhile, 
groups of women which had gathered outside 
the prison were on their knees saying the 
litany for the dying. 

When the black flag, announcing that the 
execution had taken place was, hoisted over 
the prison, every man in the crowd outside, 
which numbered barely 1,000, uncovered his 
head, and murmurs of sympathy with Curley 
were uttered. A rush was tnen made by the 
crowd for the garden near by, where Curley’s 
relatives had assembled, and where his tather 
was kneeling and praying for the repose of 
the soul of his son. The people soun dis- 
persed quietly. Curley walked to the seaffold 
with but little assistance. He seemed to be 
resigned to his fate, but was hardly firm. He 
declined to make any statement regarding 
his connection with the crime for which he 
was executed. Death was instantaneous, Ina 
letter which Curley wrote to his wife he szid, 
‘‘f will take my secrets to the grave with me, 
and leave those who are at freedom to enjoy 
it. I will die in peace, forgiving my ene- 
mies,”’ 
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THE CRIMINAL WORLD. 


The Vile Waye by Which Men and Women Destroy 
the Peace of the People. 
New Orveans, May 18.—The Times-Demo- 
crat’s Enterprise, Mississippi, special says: 
Dr. J. M. Byrd, a promising young. physician 
of Paulding, shot and killed Captain Wn. 
Brame, sheriff of Jaspercounty, to-day, in the 
streets of Paulding. They began firing al- 
most simultaneously, when about forty yards 
apart, and advanced close enough for Brame 
to strike Byrd with astick. Both parties ex- 
hausted their pistols. Brame died almost 


instantly from a shot in theright side, Byrd 
was uninjured except by the blow 
of Brame’s stick. A feud had _ existed 
between the men for some _ time. 


CuicaGco, May 18.—At 8:50 to-night the jury 
in the case of Jere Dunn, on trial for the 
murder of Elliott, pugilist, returned a verdict 
of not guilty, after being out since 4 o’clock 
this afternoon, and the prisoner was immedi- 
ately discharged. The result was received 
with loud cheering by the crowd assembled 
in the street. 

Troy, N. Y., May 18.—George Quinn, who 
was in jail at Malone for burglary, committed 
suicide by cutting his throat with a razor. 
He was of a respectable family.

A Heated Discussion of the Interests of the Trade—

MILWAUKEE, May 18.— The employes of 
the Bayview rolling mills, being in straitened 
circumstances fear a prolonged shut down on 
June Ist, and there are murmurs of dissent 
in regard tothe action of the Amalgamated 
association. The men claim they can work 
under general laws, but the difference in the 
locality of the works calls for different laws 
regarding the detailed action. They say the 
Pittsburg men are willing to close on account 
of the hot weather that begins therein June, 
but men here do not suffer until July or An- 
ust and want extra month’s pay. 
he Pittsburg mills have an _. old 
stock uf usualiy unsalable iron on hand, but 
the mills here have no such resources to fall 
back against. There isastrong feeling tat 
the time of making the Bayview agreement 
should be changed to July lst or August Ist, 
and it is probable that a rupture in the Union 
will be caused. Absolute necessity is driving 
the men at Bayview to look matters squarely 
in the face, and they feel that the action of 
the association in closing the mill; when 
business is booming and they can see orders 
dajly refused which they might work on and 
niake living wages for the summer, but for

NO PEACE REACHED. 


The Peruvian and Chillan Minlaters Doubt the 
Sterics ofa Treaty of Peace. 
Wasuincton, May 18.—Senor E!more, Pe- 
ruvian minister in this city, said to a repre- 
sentative of the associated press to-night that 
he discredited the report of the eonelusion of 
peace between Chili and Peru, for the follow- 
ing reasons: First, because General Iglesias 
does not represent the national authority of 
his country, which is the provisional govern- 
ment of Calderon and Montero, the govern- 
ment which the United States has recognized 
for the pasttwo years. Second, because Peru 
would only make a treaty of peace conjointly 
with her'ally, Bolivia, which country Igle- 
sias is made to ignore in the Valparaiso 
dispatch of the 15th. Third. Because the r 
ported session of Tacna and Arica (in additid 
to Tarapacu,) for ten years seems extremely 
improbable, in view of the fact that the Peru- 
vian people have never indicated a willingness 
torelinquish that porfion of their country to 
Chili. }Fourth. Because the news comes to us 
fromh Valparaiso and not from Lima, where 
the negotiations are alleged to have been con- 
cluded. At the same time Senor E!more 
thinksthatit is notimpossible that the Chilian 
commissioner in Lima may have reached 
some agreement with the agent of Iglesias,

Chili, for some time past, has been secretly

A Plotte Kill Him Believed to be Fally Perfeeted— 
Frenen Preeaution. 

Lonpon, May 18.—A dispatch to the Cen- 
tral News from St. Petersburg says the police 
of that city have been informed of the ex- 
istence of a plot to frighten the horse of the 
czar at some favorable opportunity during 
the procession at Muscow, on his coronation 
day, and inthe confusion which would no 
doubt follow, to kill the emperor. 

An officer of the Erivan regiment, who 
was ,recently arrested on suspicion of being 
engaged in a revolutionary movement, was 
subjected to a severe examination, during

DISASTROUS FIR&S. 


A Vessel Burned and Severai Lives Lost—An Em-

_Hartrorp, Conn., May 18.—The steamer 
Granite State, which runs between this city 
and New York, was totally destroyed by fire 
this morning while approaching the dock at 
Goodspeed’s landing, forty-one miles below 
Hartford, on her way to this city. She was 
coming into the dock when the fire broke out, 
The flames spread so rapidly that nothing was 
saved. Five lives are known to have been

The drowned person was Mrs. C. L.

The bodies of- 
all the persong burned cannot be identified.

CHILI AND PERU. 

The treaty of peace signed on tke part of 

Chili be the Chilean minister at Lima, and 

on the part of Peru by General Miguel Igle- 

sias, formerly secretary of war in the cabinet 

of Picrola, bas been accepted, and the long 

war may therefore be considered at an end. 

The clash of arms was ended in January, 1551, 

. by the compiete submission of Peru, but ever 
gince thattime Chili has been compelled to 

fight guerrila chiefs and dictators, and during 

the past year this kind of war has been waged

diately shot, and neither country could re- 
gain a peace footing. Chili was forced to 
moeintain a large army, and to expend her 
resurces in keeping Peru under control, and 
Pern ijiself was simply in an anarchial con- 
dition outside of the military lines of Chili. 
The terms of peace are not fully known, 
but so far as they are known they are credita- 
bie to Chili. Chili takes Tacna and Arica, 


with all their guano and nitrate deposits, for

Great prosperity is undoubtedly in store for 
plucky little Chili, and if Peru can rid her- 
self of ber worthless politicians and leaders 
she too cam aspire in the course of years to a 
high place among the South American re- 
publics. She has suffered severely, and must 
now learn to labor and to wait. The world 
at large will of course rejoice over the termi- 
nation of the long and wasteful war. 

A TILRED EDITOR. 

The Columbia Sentinel, alluding to the 
charges against the ‘‘Atlanta ring,’’ says: 
‘‘We have heard this cry long enough. We 
are disgusted with such weak and childish 
growlings, and we hope the people of the state 
will view the matter as it behooves them to 
do and turn a deafear to the bickerings of 
politicians. Who rules Georgia? Is it a 
ing? No. Itis absurd to say so. It is the 
people of the great empire state, not a few 
privileged ones, as some attempt to make it 


appear.” 

Our contempory of the Sentinel will hear 
the cry of am ‘‘Atlanta ring” as long as there 
are office-seekers who imagine they can de- 
ceive the people. We alluded the other day 
to the origin of the charge. Itis kept up by 
ambitious men who desire to break down 
those in whom the people have confidence in 
the hopes of stepping into their shoes. The 
Sentinel is doubtless aware of the fact that 
there has been no “stepping”? of this sort 
done in Georgia up to date, and there will be 
none when the people are next heard from. 

There are men who, by virtue of their char- 
acter, Will always possess the confidence of 
the people, and any attempt to break them 
down is doomed to failure. This much is 
certain, but this will not prevent the small 
politicians and their little bevy of supertfi- 
cials from crying aloud on the outskirts of 
public opipion. * 

THE REAL QUESTION. 

One of our esteemcd state contemporaries 
recently declared that contact with the white 
man had not improved the negro, Whether 
this was aslip of the pen, a joke, or the re- 
sult of that mental perverseness which not 
infrequently displays itself in print, it is im- 
possible tosay. It bas been the boast of the 
southern people that slavery bettered the 
condition of the negroes by bringing them in 
contact with the whites and giving them an 
opportunity to become civilized. Nor is it 
an idle boast. A distinguished northern edu- 
cator has compared slavery to a vast universi- 
ty which has been the means of elevating the 
negroes from the condition of savages to the 
privileges of citizenship. All that the ne- 
groes are, all that they can hope to be they 
owe to the providential institution of slavery. 
Some of them understand this now, and all 
of them will understand it later. 

The truthis, the difference brtween the ne- 
groes who live among us nowand their an- 
cestors who were brought to this country and 
sold as slaves isthe diiference between abso 


lute savages and those who have felt 
and received the impulses of 


an active civilization. The letter of the Rey. 
Mr. Tucker, of Mississippi, in which he de- 
clared that he has no hope forthe negro 
race, has aroused considerable interest in 
both sections. This letter is to be interpreted 
as an attack upon the white people of Mis- 
Sissippi, in wi:ich state, according to Mr. 
Tucker, the negroes are relapsing into a con- 
dition of barbarism. Why are they not re- 
lapsing into barbarism in Georgia? We are 
of the opinion that Mr. Tucker is mistaken, 
but if he is not mistaken, then the people of 
Mississippi have a great responsibility resting 
upon them, and they should take hold of the 
problem promptiy. They cannot afford 
allow the negroes of their state to relapse 
into barbarism any more than they can afford 
to allow any other class of citizens to goto 
the bad. It is not a question of race or eolor; 
it is a question that touches the safety of the 
state and the welfare of society. Mr. Tucker 
isa minister of the gospel, and ifthe facts 
warrant his letter, he should lose no time in 
lending his iniluence and that of his church 
to an effort to reclaim the negroes. His com- 
mission and his calling make it his duty. 
_ After all, the question is not one of educa- 
tion, although the discussion has taken that 
direction. It is aquestion of what influences 
shall be brought to bear upon the education 
of the negro race. Under the law of this 
state, the education of the negroes will go on 
with that of the whites, and it rests with the 
latter whether it shall be carriedon under the 
proper influences, or under intluences inimi- 
cal io the best interests of the state. They 
will be educated somehow; buthow? Herein 
lies the pith of the whole business. The con- 
stitution and the law, aided by northern 
philanthropists, will provide for the educa- 
tion of the negroes, but who is to provide the 
influences? Shall they be educated to hate 
the whites, or shall they be educated to love 
the state? Shall they be educated as the 
whites are educated, or shall they be brought 
under influences inimicalto the best inter- 
ests of themselves and their neighbors. 
Recently, at a negro revival near Elberton, 
a preacher, whose name we do not now. re- 
member, ci:culated a printed string of dog- 
gerel verses which the congregation sang 
ith great unction. These verses breathed 
such a spirit of hate against the sotith- 
ern people, that a hasty and _ super- 
ficial view might use them as an argument 
against the ecucation of the negro.

Chatianooga’s Trade. 

From the Chattanooga Times. : 

Captain John S. Cieghorn, Thompson Hiles, and 
ID. F. Allgood, of Chatteoga county, Georgia, the 
latter the president of the Trion manufacturing 
company, arrivedkin the city yesterday, as a com- 
mittee appointed by the road commissioners to con- 
fer with the oficials of the Alabama Great Southern 
railroad and the Chattanooga board of trade, in 


reference tothe building of agood dirt road from 
Summerville to Valley Head, whereby they hope to 
send their trade to Chattanooga. They have here- 
tofore sent all their trade to Rome, and the Trion 
factory ped allits goods to that point, but ex- 
horbitant tolis were exacted by the bridges leading 
to the city, and such little encouragement was giv- 
en in freight:ates outof Rome that the people of 
the county bave almost risen en masse for a good 
thoroughfare to Chattanooga, where superior ad- 
vantages are ( ffered. 

Their chief object of conferring with the Alabama 
Great Southern railroad is to receive a good rate of 
freight from Valley Head and to repair eight miles 
of the road on Lookout; the road from the base of 
Lookout to Valley Head is already built, and they 
propose to build the road from Summerville to the 
top of the mountain. They desire the board of 
trade to understand how importand their trade will 
be to Chattanooga and hope to induce that body to 
use its influence with the railroad company to give 
the assistance. 

If the road is built Chattanooga will receive $300,- 
000 trade annually, beside all the trade-of the Trion 
factory and several thousand bales of cotton. 
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English Capitalists in Florida, 
New York, May 15.—The interest taken by Eng- 
jish capitalists in Florida land enterprises is at- 
tracting considerable attention here. Two years 
ago Hamilton Disston, of Philadelphia, contracted 
with the state of Florida to dredge lands in the 
lower part of the state, aud take in payment one- 
half of the lands reclaimed. Mr. Disston subse- 
quently bought four million acres of the land from 
the state of Florida. Of this two million was sold 
to Sir Edward J. Reed, an Eaglish civil engineer, 
for a London-and Amsterdam syndicate. Last 
year the Okeechobee company reclaimed 380,000 
acres under the first contract, nearly all of which 
has been sold to Englishand other capitalists. All 
this jand is situated below the Jatitude 29°, and it 
is considered the best sugar growing tandin the 
United States. The contract of the drainage com- 
pany involves from eight to clcven million of acres, 
Sir Philip Houghton Clarke, who represents au En- 
glish company, Which already Owns a large acreage 
has been in Florida for two months examining the 
lands of the Disston company, with the object of 
reporting on their value to his principals. 
Talking with Sir Philip, who sailed for London 
this morning on the Alaska, previous to his depar- 
ture. he said: 
“There is a great interest among the English peo- 
pie in Florida lands. Atthis time there is a good 
deal of capital lying idle in London which has here- 
tofore been invested in agricuitural projects, but 
which has been withdrawn on account of the un- 
satisfactory condition of things in England and 
Ireland. The consequence is, much of this money 
has been turned towards America. I should think 
there are projecis invoiving one million pounds 
sterlirg in Florida land companies now on the 
London market. JI have traveled extensively 
in Florida, this being my second yisit, and I was 
much impressed with the value of the land for 
sugar raising purposes. On wy return to London I 
shall organize a company forthe purpose of going 
into the business on a large scale. The whole coun- 
tryin Florida, south of paralle) 25 degrees is suitable 
for sugar. ‘Lhe land isrich, and there are no frosts 
which injure the cane. The operations of the 
Oxeechobee drainage company have proved most 
satisfactory. The object of the company is not, as 
has been supposed, todrain swamp lands, as there 
are few marshesin Florida,but to reduce the water of 
th. Jakes in which the county abounds, and which 
c erflow at certain seasons of the yearand interfere 
Wiip agriculturel operations. By cutiing two short 
canals this year a Jarge amount of land has been 
meade fit for cultivation, and arrangements have 
been perfected for cutting a huge system of canals, 
which will reclaim miliions of acres of the best 
sngarjandsin the worla. The English companies 
wiil colonize their land next fall, and 1 have no 
doubt but that the emigration movement will result 
in great advantage to the stateuand open new com- 
mercial enterprises of vast importance. Among 
olber e_terprises a steamship company from Liver- 
pool to Fernandina is projecied which will take 
emigrants direct to Florida. 


A Contest at Birmingham, 
The railroads at Birmingham seem to bea little 
mixed over the right to use a strip of land about 
1,500 yards long and 35 feet wide, running from 
the Birmingham rolling mills in a northeasterly di- 
rection into the city. 

Twelve years ago, the Elytor Land company and 
the South and North and Alabama Great Southern 
railroads entered into a tripartite agreement, in 
which the Jand company set aside certain property 
known as tiie ‘railroad reservation,’’ which was to 
be donated io any railroads coming tO Birmingham, 
which should build their depots and machine 
shops upon the land. 

In the original agreement in 1871, between the 
landcompainy and the railroads, it was provided 
thatthe Elyton land company shouid reserve a 
strip of land 35 feet wide throughout the entire 
property, lying on either side of the right of way of 
the Alabama Great Southern railway, as a common 
right of way for all railroads that should enter 
Birmingham. A further condition of the agree- 
ment was thatthe south and North should be al 
lowed to use the right of way of the Alabama Great 
Southern upon whick the track cof the former was 
originally inid. 

Two years ago, but on2 of the roads, the 
South and orth, having complied with the condi- 
tions of the grant, and it being found impractica] 
to put the machine shops in the heart of the town 
it was proposed by the Elyton Land company to 
abrogate the agreement, and to give the South and 
Norh road their pro ratashare of the reservation 
absolutely. ‘The two roads assented to this, and an 
official agreement to thateffect was entered- into 
by the parties concerned with the reservation that 
the routh and North road should retain whateve; 
intérest they might hold in the common rignt of 
way. ‘the Elyton Land company claim that they 
have the right to aliow other roads coming to Birm- 
ingham io occupy -this common right, and had 
given the Georgia Pacific tsilroad permission to do 
st), 

for sometime past there has been a friendly liti- 
gation between the South and North and the Ala- 
bama Grea! Southern as to the exact extentef their 
respective rights in this strip of laud, The dispute 
has not been settled, but asthe Georgia Pacifie was 
pushing ou to Birmingham it wasadmitted that it 
hada righttocomein on this common property 
juetas the otherroads.

Wheu the little fellow 
reached the pond he saw nothing of his uucle, and, 
hitching bis horse, he started up the bank to see if 
he could tind him. He found his uncle up the 
pond a shor: cistance, and preparation was then 
made for the fishing to begin. The litt)e boy bad 
not fastened his horse as securely as he a@sired and 
started back to ao so. He had been gone but a 
moment when his uncle heard him shouting and 
splashing in the water. He rushed to the spotand 
found the boy struggling iu water eight feet deep. 
The boy’s uncle had just recovered from a very 
severe illness and was so weak that he could do but 
little for the drowning boy. Added to his enfee- 
bled condition was his inability to swim. He threw 
in poles, but the boy could not see them He was 
laying on the top of the water face downward, with 
his nose and face underthe water. He was there 
in a few feet of his uncle drowning, in spite of 
everything that could be done for him. A moment 
later his feet began to siak, then his body straight- 
ened up in the water and he went down slowly 
feet foremost. I.alf an hour. later his body was 
taken out of the water. 


THE SOUTH AND EDUCATION. 


Complimentary Invitation to State School Comm!is- 
sioner Orr—Teachers’ Inatitute This Summer. 

An evidence of the high regurd in’ which State 
School Commissioner Orr is held among the leading 
educators of the country is furnished in a letter re- 
cently written to himby J.C. Hartzell. This gen- 
tlemen is the conductor of the second annual 
meeting of the national educational assem- 
bly. The assembly will meet at Ocean Grove, 
N. J., on the 9th of August and continue in session 
tirough the Among the speakers booked for 
the oceasion ure many of the leading educators and 
prominent men identified with educationa] move- 
ments, General Eaton, Fishops Simpson and War- 
ren, Governor Pattison, ex-President Hayes, Dr. 
Wickersham, of Pennsylvania, may be mentioned. 
In addition, all the general educational secretaries 
of the Methodist, Baptist, Presbyterian and Episcopal 
churches have promised to be present and to coop- 
erate with the management in securing such action 
as shall best promote the cause of education in this 
country. Mr. Hartzell in his letter says, ‘‘we want 
the strongest possible indorsement from the south,”’ 
it is proposed to devote one entire day to the con- 
sideration of ‘‘The South and National Aid To Edu-

cation.’’ State School Commissioner 
Orr has been invited to make the 
principal oration of the day to be followed by 


shorter addresses by such men as Senator Blair, the 
author of the bill before the last congress to extend 
national aid to education. The compliment was 
highly appreciated by Dr. Orr,and it was his ¢arnest 
desire to accept the invitation of the assembly. 
Afier carefully considering it, however, he feltit 


his duty to decline. He has written to Mr-Hart- 
ze)! expressing his deep regret that 
circumstances make this action ‘appear in 


the light of a duty that cannot be disregarded. The 
occasion to which he was invited would not only 
bave been pleasantito Dr, Orr. but would have 
yviven him a fine opportunity to speak for the edu- 
cational interests ofthe south, as few men can 
speak on that question. The real reasoa why he 
has declined to go to Ocean Gruve is because he 


feels that there is a great work requiring his 
constant etteution in Georgia. At 
the lime the assembly meets the 


legislature wil! be in session, and bills of very ereat 
importance to the public school system wiil be 
pending before that body. The commissioner has 
been sveaking all over the state trying to convince 
the people that some such measures as those pend- 
ing ought to be passed to make the schools more 
efficient. He has not been discouraged by repeated 
failures to secure from iegislatures what is asked, 


and is very hopeful that the summer session will 
bring some aid to the schools that are 


keptin operation for their present limited periods 
eniy by the strictest economy. sesides this Dr. 
Orr bas about determined to hold the Teachers’ In- 
stitutesinthe month of August. The legislature 
has neyer given one cent to aid these useful institu- 
tions, They are supplied bythe Peabody fund to 
all the states of the south. ‘iheir value 
to the ecause of education is appreciated 
by all who have seen them in. operation. 
Last year Teachers’ Institutes were held in 
Toceoa, in Milledgeville, and in Americus. Each 
of them was largeiy atlended by teachers from all 
partsofthe state ‘Together they consulted on ya- 
rious methods of teaching, and interchanged views 
on the living intellectual theories and topics of the 
day. Next August there willsurely be three insti- 
tutes held in the state and Dr. Orr is trying to secure ‘ 


the means forholding six. Where they will be 
held has not yet been determined. 
Several towns have already taken 
an interest in securing them, Dalton having 


made some speelal overtures. The attendance of 
teachers and visitors will surely be much larger this 
year than it was las!. ‘Ihe institutes will continue 
amonth. The programme of exercises will afford 
a varied intellectual entertainment to any who may 
attend. while to the teachers very valuabie training 
in the best methods of instruction will be afforded. 

Dr. Curry, theagentof the Peatfody fund, and 
other prominent educators outside the state are ex- 
rected to attend the sesssions of each of the inati- 
tutes that wil! be held in Georgia, 

Dr. Ore is at present in Milledgeville, 
after the ,ro#pects ot ali important educational 
measure that is only in prospect as yet.
